Three Explosions Follow 
When Benning Operator 
Pulls Live Switch. 


PLANT IS HELPLESS 
MORE THAN HOUR 


Capital Much Inconvenienced 
by Wreck of Machinery; 
Spraker Human Torch. 


James G. Spraker, an electrician at 
the Potomac Electric Power Co. was 
fatally burned yesterday afternoon and 
the city was without light and power 
for more than an hour when he pulled 
by mistake a “live” switch at the Ben- 
ning power plant. 

Spraker died in Casualty hospital at 
7:30 o’clock, a little more than five 
hours after he was taken there. 

Three explosions followed the error. 
Immediately the city’s lights were ex- 
tinguished, elevators stopped between 
floors, street cars stranded and hun- 
dreds of minor inconveniences wrought 
to the city at a time when it could 
most easily suffer them. 

Spraker had pulled two “dead” 
switches. When he pulled the third, 


ing a terrific explosion, which tore 
through the oil switches, disconnecting 
boxes holding an enormous voltage. 
This resulted in two other major ex- 
plosions which blew the housing from 
the boxes inclosing the apparatus and 
seriously damaged the machinery of the 
plant. 


Like Lightning Flashes. 


This entire occurrence was compar- 
able to a series of lightning flashes. 
Spraker’s clothing was ignited by the 
flames of the first flash. He ran, a liv- 
ing torch, about 15 feet down an alley 
leading to the box, and dropped in a 
heap. John Bergling, an electrical 
mechanic at the plant, threw an over- 
coat around him and smothered the 
flames, which had literally burned the 
clothes from his body. 

He was taken to Casualty hospital. 
On arriving at the hospital, it was nec~ 
essary to carry him up the stairs to 
the second floor, sincé the elevator, as 
a result. of the occurrence, was not 
running. 

The explosions occurred at exactly 
1:50 o’clock, and instantly were felt 
over the whole of Washington, in more 
than a dozen nearby Maryland towns 
and as far as Baltimore. 

Cars Brought to Standstill. 

The cars of all electric lines entering 
Washington, as well as all local cars of 
the Washington Railway & Electric Co., 
were brought to a standstill in their 
tracks, and very often it happened to 
be rigkt in the middle of a street cross- 
ing.

Bellanca Airplane Breaks 


In Flight 


With 2 Girls 


Spectators Horror-Stricken as Landing Strut Parts; 
Chamberlin Wraps One Child-in Blanket and 
Gets Machine to Earth Safely. 


Mineola, N. Y., April 24 (By A. P.). 
Five thousand spectators were horror- 
stricken when the landing gear of the 
Bellanca monoplane fell apart as it 
took off from Curtiss field this after- 
noon with two young girls as passen- 
gers. Seven planes immediately fol- 
lowed and succeeded in signaling the 
Bellanca mechanic, but after an hour’s 
efforts to repair the broken strut, the 
plane was forced to land on Mitchel 
field, where it careened, smashing the 
left wing, no one was injured. 

Clarence D. Chamberlin, who has an 
even chance with Bert Acosta of being 
the pilot to attempt to guide the plane 
to Paris within a few days, took up the 
plane on a test flight, accompanied by 
a mechanic and the two girls, Aloise 
Levine, 9, and Grace Jonas, 15. Aloise 
is the daughter of Charles A. Levine, 
head of the company owning the plane, 
and Grace is the daughter of Ralph 
Jonas, president of the Brooklyn Cham- 
ber of Comnierce. 

The breaking of the landing gear was 
caused by the shearing off of a bolt 


which fastened the left side of the 
landing gear to the plane. 

After examining the damage, G. M. 
Bellanca, designer of the plane, and 
Mr. Levine announced that it would 
not delay the start of the proposed 
transatlantic flight, for which next 
Thursday had .been set as a tentative 
date. 

Early in ..u.e afternoon close to 5,000 
persons witnessed the christening of 
the plane “Columbia” by Aloise Levine.

Shanghai, April 24 (By A. P.).—The 
military situation is the all important 
one at the present moment, finances 
and politics being relegated to the 
background. After the issuance of a 
mandate by the Hankow government 
that hereafter military affairs would 
be under control of a committee, Gen. 
Tang Sun-Tse, whose dismissal the 
mandate involves, rebelled and ordered 
an army of five columns to advance 
into Honan, along the Hankow-Peking 
railway, to attack Marshal Chang Tso- 
Lin’s forces. It is reported that Tang 
is under the orders of Gen Chiang Kai- 
Shek, commander in chief of the mod- 
erate nationalist (Cantonese) forces. 

It is evident that Marshal Chang, 
who controls the Peking government, is 
taking Tang seriously and he has or- 
dered Gen. Han Ling-Tsung, Man- 
churian commander, to Honan with a 
large force to repel Tang. 


One Division Yields. 


A news agency dispatch from Tafhan- 
Fu says that Gen. Chang Kuh Yao, 
commander of the Sixty-seventh Shan- 
tung division, has surrendered to Chi- 
ang Kai-Shek. Chang Kuh ‘ ao’s troops 
are now in Anhweil province. Gen. 
Chiang promises to protect tre Shan- 
tung division commander’s extensive 
properties in Kiangsi province. 

The situation between Chinkiang and 
Yangchow is easing. Gen. Chiang has 
been sending forces to Chinkiang for 
some days in preparation for an ad- 
vance across the river to Yangchow. 

Chinese sources are confident that a 
deal soon will be consummated, where- 
by Gen. Sun Chuan-FPang, one of the 
northern commanders and original. de- 
fender of Shanghal, may possibly, ac- 
cept Gen. Chiang’s recent offer to make 
him northeastern defense commissioner 
for the Cantonese. 

The landing of 50 marines at Han- 
kow Thursday night by the U. 8S. 5S. 
Isabel, flagship of the Yangtze patrol, 
was due to Chinese pickets attempting 
to remove three Americans connected 
with the Standard Oil Co.’s office and 
take them to the headquarters of the 
general labor union. The excuse given 
by the pickets was that headquarters 
wished to question the men and learn 
their names. 

The foreigners at present in Hankow 
are 114 Britons, 68 Americans, 114

exists in Hankow. There are approxi- 
mately 45 foreign ships of war at Han- 
kow to protect foreign lives and busi- 
ness.

Boats Must Be Had at 
Once to Save Many 
Facing Drowning. 


DANGER OF EPIDEMIC 
EXISTS IN WIDE AREA 


People in Two States Warned 
to Flee for Lives; Many 
Beyond Aid, Is Fear. 


Vicksburg, Miss., April 24 (By A. P.). 
With 15,000 people marooned with- 
out food or water in the Mississippi 
delta district by the Mississippi flood, 
Adjutant Gen. Green issued an ap- 
peal today to the country for boats 
and more boats to take them out. 

“Small boats and motorboats from 
the people of the country must be fur- 
nishéd in this area if human lives 
are to be saved,” said the statement, 
issued after Gen. Green had conferred 
here with Gov. Murphree and Lieut. 
Col. Charles H. Danforth, aviation of- 
ficer of the Fourth corps area. 

More than 5,000 refugees from Green- 
ville and other points now are con- 


centrated in Vicksburg and many others 


are en route from that section and 
from Louisiana and lower Mississippi 
delta regions. 

Of. the refugees 2,000 are negroes 
camped in National park, in national 
guard tents. They are being fed and 
given medical attention. Mumps have 
appeared among these refugees, but 
medical -authorities are taking every 
precaution to prevent any serious out- 
break of disease. 


Epidemic Danger Faced. 


Little Rock, Ark., April 24 (By A. P.). 
Danger of an epidemic in the wake 
of the flood exists, unless extreme pre- 
cautions are taken, reports to the 
Arkansas national guard headquarters 
here indicated today. Health and sani- 
tary conditions in the refugee camps 
throughout the State, however, are 
gradually improving, the reports de- 
claring that at Forest City and Wynne, 
where outbreaks of disease had oc- 
curred, the situation was being brought 
under control. 

With three naval seaplanes augment- 
ing the alr forces of the Arkansas na- 
tional guard and commercial planes 
and numerous rescue parties in small 
boats, families were brought food, 
clothing and medical supplies. 

The recession of flood waters which 
is occurring on most of the principal 
inland streams is leaving extremely un- 
sanitary conditions, and preventative 
measures were being taken, by having 
airplanes deliver typhoid antitoxin and 
smalipox vaccine to all refugee camps 
throughout the State. Vaccination is 
compulsory in refugee camps and pub- 
lic schools.

Rescue Ship Damaged 


Wayside, Miss., April 24 (By A. P.). 
Marooned several days on a levee at 
the head of a narrow drainage canal 
which extends from the Mississippi 
into this village, 500 persons today 
were taken off by the steamer 
Wabash, which tore away its guard 
rails in negotiating the channel to 
make a heroic rescue.

COAST GUARD IS HELPING 


Memphis, Tenn., April 24 (By A. P.).— 
“It is impossible to exaggerate the 
gravity of this situation,” Henry M. 
Baker, director of flood relief for the 
American Red Cross, declared today in 
outlining plans for relief work. 

“From a relief standpoint, the situa- 
tion is in excellent shape,” he added. 
“Food, clothing and camp facilities are 
now moving into the area rapidly. 
Thirty-two big river steamers and 
approximately 200 smaller craft are in 
operation, all in touch with head- 
quarters here. by wireless. 

“The staff which will arrive here to- 
morrow to assist in the work includes 
official representatives of the War, 
Navy and Commerce departments, the 
veterans’ bureau, the coast guard and 
the public health service, each with 
blanket authority from the President 
to go the limit in relief work.”

By Stand Against Threats 


Powers and Nationalist Government Now May Adjust 
Differences—All Groups Held Ready to Accept 
Kellogg’s Note on Proposed Negotiations.

By their refusal to join the other 
powers in threatening sanctions against 
the nationalist government of China, 
President Coolidge and Secretary of 
State Kellogg have apparently paved the 
way for peaceful negotiations to sup- 
plant war measures in adjusting dif- 
ferences between China and the powers.

The refusal of the United States gov- 
ernment to join the powers in threat- 
ening sanctions by a second identic 
note does.not represent any vacillation 
or change of policy on the part of the 
President or Mr. Kellogg. On the con- 
trary, it simply means that persistent 
efforts to cause a weakening or vacil- 
lating American policy have failed.

GREENVILLE UNDER . 
GUARDSMEN’S RULE 


Five-Foot Wall of Water Hits 
One Town; Fliers See 1,000 
on Roofs and in Trees. 


Greenville, Miss., April 24 (By A. P.). 
Eighteen women who sought refuge in a 
house at Wi :terville, five miles north of 
here were swept to their death in the 
flood waters, said a definite report re- 
ceived here today by Maj. J. 8. Allen, of 
the army engineer corps, stationed here. 

This increased the known deaths in 
this area to 21 and Maj. Allen said that 


drownings in the delta region was at 
least 200 with a possibility that the 
actual number would be considerably 
greater. 

Volunteer military rule was put into 
effect here today with Maj. A. G: Pax- 
ton, of the 178th Field Artillery, Mis- 
sissippi National Guard, in command, 
The military and other organizations 
cooperating in relief work, prepared to 
maintain camps for 10,000 people for 
the duration of the high water. 

Six thousand negroes are encamped 
on the levee and four thousand white 
people are quartered in hotels and 
other buildings in this flooded city. 
Kitchens have been erected on the con- 
crete wharf. Food enough for the 
whole population is reported en route 
to the city and Red Cross officials 
stated that tents to house everyone 
would be erected by tomorrow. The 
plan now is to erect a tented city on 
the levee, which is 20 feet wide. The city 
will extend for a distance of three 
miles or more. 

Urgent Warnings to Flee. 


Urgent warnings to the people in the 
territory south of Greenville to flee 
were issued today by Maj. Allen. 
head of the flood waters is now between 
20 and 25 miles south of Greenville 

and has to travel only about 25 miles 
before joining the backwater from the 
Yazoo river north of Vicksburg. 

"With the flood waters 3 ‘eet deep in 
Leland, Arcola and Hollandale, all 
southeast of Greenville, and constantly 
rising, thousands sought refuge on the 
levee of the Yazoo and Mississippi Val- 
ley railroad. The residents of the 
towns were forced t~ the second 1.00T8 
oi their homes. 

Attempts to rescue these marooned 
people were made today by Red Cross 
workers in motor boats. They had to 
fight a strong current, and their task 
promised to be a heavy one, since 3,000 
were in Leland and 1,000 at another 
point, 

Another thousand refugees were 
taken from Greenville toda to Vicks- 
burg on the steamer Barrett. Included 
in this number were 500 white women 
and children. This number will be re- 
placed; however, by another thousand 
who are being brought here from Lake 
Lee, 12 miles south of here. 

Of the 10,000 persons who are plan- 
ning to remain here throughout the 
period of the flood, 6,000 are negroes. 

Eight persons, including two small 
children, who clung for nearly an hour 
to willows after their gasoline launch 
burned, were rescued tonight by the 
government boat Tallulah, which 
brought them to Greenville. 

The launch was enveloped by flames 
while conveying the party to a small 
town on the Arkansas side of the Mis- 
sissippi river.

ENGINEER REPORTS 
NEW DOCK PROJECT 


Need to Preserve Space for 
Boathouses for Pleasure 
Purposes Considered. 


Land along the Potomac river from 
the Pennsylvania avenue bridge to the 
Pe lvania ra bridge, extending 
back to Con fonal cemetery, was 
considered by National Capital park and 
planning commissioners yesterday as a 
tentative site for extension of Potomac 
railroad yards, capacity of which must 
be doubled, according to W. D. Hud- 
son, St. Louis railroad terminal expert 
employed by the commission 

In consideration of the land while 
on a tour of inspection of water front 
plans, they were informed by Maj. 
Brehon Somervell, United States dis- 
trict éngineer, who arranged their river 
trip on the engineer boat Chicago, that 
space must be reserved just east of 
Anacostia bridge for a new United 
| States engineer wharf, as the present 
one in West Potomac park will have 
to be abandoned. 

Maj. Somervell also announced ten- 
tative plans for development of land 
from Buzzards point to the navy yard, 
and extending to Water street, as a 
dock for bulk cargoes, in view of in- 
crease of local shipping following deep- 
ening of the Potomac channel. The 
dock will have adequate railroad and 
warehouse facilities and will be con- 
structed to accommodate shipmerits of 
oll, sand and other heavy cargoes. 


Anacostia Land Seen. 


Undulating treatment for Anacostia 
land being reclaimed by the U. 5. 
engineer’s office for park purposes was 
recommended by the commissioners, 
instead of flat, monotonous expanses, 
members believing that the broad 
rolling slopes of this future park will 
afford a pleasing comparison with the 
hilly, forested expanses of Rock Creek 
Park. They were pleased to find the 
reclaimed land being farmed by the 
Department of Agriculture, as this will 
= it more adaptable for park plant- 
ng 

Speedy removal of the old Aqueduct 
bridge in Georgetown as an unsafe and 
unsightly structure, marring the beauty 
of Key bridge was also advised at the 
board session, and a suitable causeway 
replacing the inartictic Long and rail- 
road bridges was discussed, A double- 
deck bridge for railroad and vehicular 
traffic, or two artistic parallel bridges, 
or a tunnel under the river were men- 
tioned as possible solutions. 

A proper approach to the War col- 
lege from Water street in connection 
with development of that street under 
plans of the U. S. engineer’s office, 
announced last fall, was also advised. 
The plan would involve widening of 
the street from 80 to 100 feet to 160, 
with an inner boulevard for pleasure 
traffic, flanked by two utility road- 
ways for commercial hauling. The 
widening could be accomplished with- 
out disturbance to the north side of 
the street, all improvement being ac- 
complished on the government-owned 
land between the south side and the 
river. 

Believing that automobile driving for 
pleasure will soon show a decrease due 
to congestion and that boating will 
return to its former popularity, the 
need for preserving space for boat- 
houses in the plan was considered 
favorably by the commission. 

The tour began at the U. S. engineer 
wharf near Fourteenth street and 
extended around Haifhs point and up 
the Potomac to Key bridge, then down 
the river to Benning bridge and back. 
Members of the commission saw sites 
for new piers and warehouses in the 
U. &. engineer’s office; Analostan island, 
contemplated as a future recreation 
center; the Titanic and Navy-Marine 
memorial and stadium sites, the airport 
and arboretum sites, and scenes of 
many other projects. 

At the close of its river trip, the com- 
mission, in session at its headquarters 
in the Navy building, discussed treat- 
ment of the Mall and triangles north 
and south of it with regard to parking 
and traffic problems to result from

HOWARD U. APPEALS 
FOR $500,000 FUND 


Medical Department Endow- 
ment Completion Needed 
by Institution. 


A special appeal for completion of 
the endowment fund for the medical 
department of Howard university was 
made yesterday by a committe of phy- 
siclans headed by Dr. Charles A. Allen, 
who stated the that medical college re- 
quires an endowment of $500,000 in 
order that it might have an income of 
$25,000 above student fees, a prerequi- 
site for remaining in Class A of medical 
colleges. There has been raised $163,- 
049 to date, of which amount colored 
citizens contributed $109,232. During 
May and June it will be necessary to 
raise $86,951 in order to secure $250,- 
000 from the general education board. 

Dr. Allen stated that the matter of 
endowment for the local institution 
was one which affected the white popu- 
lation as well as the colored, the pres- 
ent ratio of deaths, two colored to one 
white person, indicating need for more 
colored physicians and other medical 
men engaged in campaigns of educa- 
tion in preventive measures. 

Because of lack of accommodations, 
for several years the medical college at 
Howard university has admitted only 
one-third of its applicants. The new 
medical building, now in process of 
erection, will accommodate 660, It has 
been built and euipped at a cost of 
$500,000, only $50,000 of which remains 
to be raised. Both drives are under 
direction of Dr. Mordecai W. Johnson, 
university president, Secretary-Treas- 
urer Emmett J. Scott, and Dean E. A. 
Balloch.

In order to raise revenues the decree 
authorizes Senor de Oca to sell on 
mortgage such government property or 
real cstate as he deems necessary. This 
may involve the sale of Catholic Church 
property, as for more than 50 years 
the \government has~considered such 
property nationalized, although the 
church authorities have not agreed to 
to that theory. 

The decree gives Senor de Oca abse- 
lute authority to fix and limit every 
government expenditure and places 
him in supreme control of the collec- 
tion of every penny of government 
revenue, instead of having, as at pres- 
ent, the various taxes, fees and duties 
collected through other departments, 
and not directly through the treasury. 
He may also order higher duties and 
taxes to an extent necessarly to bring 
in: the desired revenue. 


No Appeal Allowed. 


The decree provides that there shall 
be no appeal from Secretary De Oca’s 
apportionments of the money each 
government department may spend, and 
no increases from these allowances will 
be granted in any circumsgance, The 
secretary is given full authority to re- 
organize the treasury department and 
the agencies of all the other depart- 
ments which collect government funds 
in whatever manner he pleases to-éffect 
his absolute control of the nation’s 
purse. 

The secretary further is instructed to 
arrange with the Mexican banks to 
which the government owes money, for 
an extension of payments due last year, 
this year and next year. 

The decree orders suspension of pay- 
ments upon the floating debt, except 
in cases where special agreements al- 
ready have been entered into. Mean- 
while, as with the Mexican bankers, 
Senor de Oca can negotiate with the 
general creditors for agreements re- 
garding future payments. Thus it would 
see tha tdomestic creditors generally? 
will wait for their money until the 
treasury is placed on a more satisfac- 
tory basis.

Indianapolis, April 24 (By A. P.).—A 
suggestion that the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America go on 
record as approving the plan offered by

Calling attention to a bulletin on the 
coal wage controversy issued April 2 by 
the council in which conflicting view- 
points of mine workers, union operators 
and nonunion operators were set forth, 
Lewis said he did not “hesitate to say 
that our Miaml resolution is of such 
constructive value as to warrant the 
Federal Council of Churches in issuing 
a declaration to that effect. 

The < Miami resolution, offered by 
Lewis, asked the conference to recognize 
“the inadequacy of wage reduction to 
affect commercial security and stabil- 
ity,” and suggested a two-year contract 
during which. the joint conference 
would continue to function for settle- 
ment of any question of production, 
sales or distribution brought before it 

“This resolution was brought as a 
means of placing the industry upon a 
sound, sensible basis,” Lewis’ letter said. 
“But unfortunately the operators gave 
it no consideration whatever. They de- 
clined to talk ebout anything except 
a wage reduction for the miners. 

“The United Mine Workers are. con- 
vinced that the salvation of the coal 
industry does not lie in low wages. 
There are many, many other leaks that 
could and should be stopped, all. of 
which would reduce production costs 
and bring about stabilized competition. 

“The Miami resolution js still alive. 
It _can be taken up at any time that 
the operators are willing to give it 
consideration. Adoption of a definite 
policy based upon our resolution would 
be directly in accordance with the view 
expressed by the Federal Council of 
Churches in its bulletin of April 2. 

“I sincerely trust that your distin- 
guished body will give serious thought 
to this letter and weigh all phases of 
it in the light of justice and equity, 
that ground work may be laid for the 
working out of a policy that will be 
constructively beneficial to the coal in- 
dustry and the public at large.”

15,000 ARE TRAPPED, 
FOODLESS, BY WATER

“The wall of water going south is 
very dangerous and unless people move 
to the levees quickly they will be 
drowned,” Maj. Allen said in asking the 
Associated Press to broadcast warnings 
of the danger. 

A Sabbath scene of death and desola- 
tion was presented today over more 
than 9,000 square miles of the richest 
lands in Mississippi and Arkansas as 
the flood waters of half a dozen mighty 
streams continued their relentless flow. 
to the sea. 

At least 100 human lives had been 
snuffed out by the swirling, plunging 
waters since the rivers started tearing 
from their beds three weeks ago and 
the fate of other hundreds was left in 
doubt. : 

Hour by hour, as the walls of water 
moved across the two States, more thou- 
sands were made homeless; additional 
crops were destroyed and live stock, 
homes, barns and property of almost 
every description were swept along in 
the maelstrom. 

Urgent warnings to the people in the 
lower Mississippi delta to flee for their 
lives from the Mississippi flood waters 
sweeping down toward Vicksburg were 
issued during the day by army engineers 
and the exodus began before nightfall. 

Far across country in Lafayette 
county, Ark., others were moving out 
to high lands before the waters of the 
Red river, which broke through the 
main levee at Findley bend early in the 
day, with the prospect that an addi- 
tional 20,000 acres of land would be in- 
undated. 


Backwaters Are Spreading. 


Southward in Louisiana the effects 
of the flood were beginning to be felt 
as backwaters of smaller streams emp- 
tying into the Mississippi encroached 
upon the lowlands. Many inhabitants 
were being driven from their homes in 
Concordia parish and every ferry en- 
tering Natchez from Vidalia, La., car- 
ried refugees. 

Below New Orleans, where yesterday 
the molasses tanker Inspector caused 


strenuous efforts were being made to 
prevent a serious break, but water 
seeping through where the tanker lay 
in the hole_in an effort to block it was 
beginning to flood the marshlands 
near Diamond. 

Save for two danger points, one at 
Fair’s Landing, Ark.. 30 miles south of 
Helena, and the other at Brunswick 
Circle, 10 miles north of Vicksburg, 
the Mississippi levees appeared to be 
holding well all along the line. Army 
engineers dispatched crews with sand 
and rock to the danger points. 


More Towns Flooded. 


As the waters rushing through the 
Mississippi break at Stops Landing, 
above Greenville, moved today down 
the delta to rejoin the river at Vicks- 
burg, two new towns were flooded, 
Arcola and Hollandale. Ten thousand 
refugees sought safety on the levee of 
the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley rail- 
road to the east. 

Flooded’ waters from the Arkansas 
river were moving into north Louls- 
liana at what army engineers estimated 
to be a rate of 11 miles a day. This 
flow is expected to continue until the 
flood is absorbed by the Ouachita and 
Red rivers and carried back into the 
Mississippi again. ,

STAND ON ULTIMATUM 
AIDS PEACE IN CHINA 


(CONTINCED FROMygPAGE 1.) 
Chen's work as foreign minister has 
been due to the fact that Wu declined 
to exercise the role which he occupied 
because of differences with the radi- 
cals in the kuomintang. Chen's posi- 
tion all along has been that of acting 
foreign minister, while Wu's role~ has 
been that of foreign minister, who 
delegated his duties to Chen to per- 
form. The return of Wu to his post 
‘will not mean a break between Wu and 
Chen, it is explained here. 

With the temporary lull in the situ- 

ation, attention here is attracted to the 
curious trend of developments whereby 
Great Britain and powers who. are 
members of the League of Nationas and 
presumed to be pledged to peace are 
advocating war measures, if not actual 
war which may lead to unthinkable 
consequences, while the United States, 
not a member of the League of Na- 
tions, has assumed the burden of pre- 
venting war and maintaining peace. 
And an equally curious feature com- 
mented upon yesterday is the fact that 
America’s restraining influence in the 
present crisis seems to have been the 
only factor which has prevented the 
powers from precipitating another war 
conflagration before ten years have 
elapsed since the end of the world war, 
which statesmen have 60 frequently 
and solemnly characterized as the last 
war which civilized nations would per- 
mit. 
Some diplomats say frankly that it 
would have required only a little more 
of the “blundering aggressiveness” of 
certain of the powers in the Far East 
to ignite a conflagration involving 
430,000,000 Chinese, to say nothing of 
other powers certain to become in- 
volved. Why the League of Nations has 
closed its eyes to this war danger and 
given America: the task of holding the 
powers in check is another question 
which remains unanswered here. 

M’-nwhile, there was comn.ent yes- 
terday on the fact that the European 
powers appear to have been saved—at 
least temporarily—by America from 
committing the same sort of blunders 
which characterized their dealings with 
Turkey and Russia. The powers united 
military forces in Turkey to support 
an overwhelming Greek army in carry- 
ing out a program of international 
force. The Turks, stripped of fighting 
units by the treaty of Versailles, and 
setmingly at the mercy of the ag- 
gressors, rallied to the battle cry to de- 
fend their homesteads against foreign- 
ers, and the result was the forces in 
Turkey which the allies sought to crush 
rose to power, swept the invaders into 
the sea and formed the nationalist gov- 
ernment they possess today, 

The excuse for this devastating war, 
which was the British report that 
Christians were being massacred by the 
Turks, turned out to be a hoax, ac- 
cording to the official investigation of 
the interallied commission, which re- 
port incidentally has never been given 
t> the public. It is partly because of 
this that some of the reports emanating 
from Shanghai are scrutinized very 
closely. 

With respect to soviet Russia, the 
employment of military force in sup- 
port of the white Russians had pre- 
cisely the opposite effect from that in 
tended. Interallied forces attacked 
Russia via Siberia, via European points ‘ 
to the north and south and contributed 
untold thousands of rifles, arms, am- 
munition and supplies to the Russian 
forces seeking to wrest control from the 
reds. But the cry of foreign aggression 
and the threats which were implied 
against homesteads in Russia increased 


Thus, in Turkey and Russia the ele- 
ments which foreign military aggression 
sought to destroy were made masters of 
the situation in each country. With 
these object lessons fresh in their 
minds, some of the diplomats here 
maintain that foreign. aggression 
against any group in China, especially 
the radicals of the kuomintang, will in- 
evitably mean that all other Chinese 
groups will sink into insignificance be- 
fore the group or groups made the ob- 
jects of foreign attacks. In other words. 
the surest way to put the Chinese radi- 
cals and antiforeign elements in com- 
plete control is for the allies to at- 
tempt to solve the present problem by 
war measures, sealing up pofts, bom- 
bardments and shrapnel.

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AVOIDING WAR IN CHINA. 

Apparently’ authentic reports have 
been received from Peking to the effect 
that the American Minister will not take 
part in discussing or framing a note to 
the Cantonese imposing 
sanctions as a result of the Nanking out- 
rages. Whatever action the Untied 
States may take will be independent, and 
it will not take the form of an ultimatum 

or the exercise of force. 

It is stated that the American attitude 
has caused intense disappointment: in 
foreign circles in China and that Amer- 
jeans at Shanghai share in this disap- 
pointment. The belief of these foreign- 
ers and Americans in China is that the 
Cantonese government is trying ta drive 
a wedge between the United States and 
the other powers. The foreigners hold 
that concerted and aggressive action by 
the powers will put a stop to the out- 
rages, but that if the Chinese are con- 
vinced that the powers are in disagree- 
ment there will be serious trouble. 

Against this theory is the interest of 
the United States and its citizens as a 
whole. The United’States has no inter- 
ests in China which could for an instant 
overshadow the great object of maintain- 


government 


ing peace and friendship with China. 


There is no reason:for joining other pow- 
ers in making reprisals for the Nanking 
outrages. Only one American was killed; 
but even if 100 Americans had been 
killed, it would still be the duty of the 
United States government to consider 


the end of the Chinese situation, and to 
determine whether or not it were wise 
to run the risk of a war whose conse- 
quences might involve the whole world. 

The aggression of. outside powers 
against the Chinese at this juncture is 
like pouring gasoline upon fire. All fac- 
tions in China are agreed upon throwing 
off foreign influence. The Chinese armies 
are no longer contemptible bands of 
mercenaries, but are well armed and ef- 
ficient. The one thing that would unite 
them and make them a terrible menace 
to world peace would be an attempt by 
the outside powers to seize Chinese terri- 
tory. If the United States should join 
in aggression upon China it would find 
that, instead of obtaining satisfaction 
for outrages already committed, it would 
condemn thousands of other Americans 
to death and find itself involved in war 
in the Far East, where it has no vital 
interest and where vietory, evenif it 
were obtained in the end, would be empty 
and inglorious. i 

The battle flag of the United States has 
never been unfurled except in defense of 
American independence, honor, or vital 
interest. There is no cause-of war with 
China. Further outrages against Amer- 
icans will perhaps occur, if American 
citizens refuse to leave the fighting zone. 
Those outrages will not be sufficient rea- 
son for war. Any action taken by the 
Chinese against other powers is: not the 
concern of the United-States.. Appeals 
to Americans to join in aggressive action 
against the Chinese on the’ground that 
all foreign interests are endangered have 
fallen upon deaf ears in Washington. The 
Americans in China who are clamoring 
for aggression by their government are 
evidently actuated by their commercial 
interest and not by patriotism. They do 
hot represent the American. people. 

There is good authority for stating 
that American forces are in China for 
the sole purpose of protecting American 
life and property. President Coolidge is 
following the same policy in China that 
‘He 
is not joining with other powers to en- 


- force a political policy. He is evidently 


determined to avoid making commit- 
ments that might range the United 


- States with other powers in antagonism 


to the Chinese nation. In this policy he 
ig sustained by the American people,

None. of ‘the State Ieaders. is 
willing to acknowledge that “he is participating 
in these interchanges, as ‘such ‘an. admission

Smith is 
unquestionably the leading candidate, he is 
opposed by an element in the party that caL 
defeat him, and will-go to any length to dos s0, 
both before the convention and afterward -if 
he should be nominatéd. Mr: McAdoo’s 
candidacy is hot seemingly as strong as it was; 
but it is quite possible that he would become 
the rallying point of all-the opposition against 
Smith. -But. with all the anti-Smith glements 
behind McAdoo, they would not .be strong 
enough: to. nominate McAdoo “if Smith should 
be in the way. The two-thirds rule apparently 
will remain in effect, as neither side is willing 
to risk the chance of its opponent winning the 
nomination by a:majority vote. Thus a dead- 
lock -is foreseen unless .both Smith and 
McAdoo are induced ‘to withdraw. 

But who is to be]jl the cat? Who will tell 
Gov. Smith that he must.-bid farewell to his 
hopes, at the very time when he is'far in the 
lead? Who will persuade Mr. McAdoo that, 
even if. he.can rally enough votes to beat 
Smith, he can not hope to gain by it? 

No one leader, or half a dozen, can do this. 
Only the combined leadership of the Demo- 
cratic party has the aythority or the persuasive 
force to issue a command to Messrs. Smith 
and McAdoo. The question, therefore, is 
whether these leaders can combine and agree 
upon this course. They are trying to answer 
the question by making soundings at this 
time. A few public utterances indicate that 
the attempt is not meeting with. success; but 
much may be going on-beneath the surface. 

One thing is.certain: The Democratic party 
is facing the greatest crisis in its history. 


GO TO IT,. DAV EY. 


Representative Martin L. Davey, of Ohio, has 
discovered signs of a great conspiracy on the 
part of the legislature of his State. It appears 
from a report sent broadcast from Mr. Davey’s 
press agency in Akron, that the legislature 
plans to shift Mr. Davey out of the normally 
Republican Fourteenth district, from which he 
has been sent to Congress four times in spite 
of the fact that he is a Democrat, and to trans- 
fer him into a district which is surely Demo- 
cratic. 

Ostensibly this- would appear to be an at- 
tempt on the part of the legislature to niake 
things easier for Mr. Davey. One would 
naturally suppose that a Democrat. would pre- 
fer to run for Congress in a-Democratic dis- 
trict. But Mr. Davey objects to the proposed 
transfer on the ground that-if he is shifted 
the Republicans of the Fourteenth will probably 
elect one of their own party to succeed him 
and that, even if he should be elected in the 
new bailiwick, there will be one less Demo- 
crat in the Ohio delegation in the next 
Congress. 

With the preliminary statement as to the 
facts presented by the conspirators in the legis- 
lature, and a dissertation on the constitutional 
right of any man to try conclusions in any dis- 
trict in his own State, regardless of district 
lines fixed by an unfriendly legislature, Mr. 
Davey’s spokesman hints broadly that, in spite 
of any action of ‘the legislature designed ‘to 
keep him out of the Fourteenth district, he 
will run in that district anyway. 

Mr. Davey is clearly witbin his constitutional 
rights in deciding to try for a seat in Con- 
gress from a district other than that in which 
he has his domicile. He himself cites the 
cases of Rufus King, Gouverneur Morris and 
Thomas McKean. He might have referred to 
the Wisconsin case of “‘Dick’’ Guenther, who 
was ready to run on the Republican ticket in 
any district: where a sure winner was needed. 
Amos’~Cummings, of New York city, did the 
same thing forthe Democrats, and: ‘‘Sunset”’ 
Cox, after serving a constituency in Ohio, 
moved to New York and was elected from two 
different districts of the city without ; Moving 
from. one to the other, 

There is nothing in the Constitution or the 
statutes to prevent an aspirant. for a-.seat in 
the House to make the race in any district 
that hee may select, provided that he is a 
citizen of the State which -he aspires to serve. 

They go even further in Engtand, where 
few members’of parliament. reside fn the dis- 
tricts which. they. represent in the house. of 
commons, In 1868 William E. Gladstone was 
a candidate before three constituencies ‘at the 
same time—and was nqapen, in two of the 


three.

DISABLED WORKERS. 

At the close of the world war a new problem 
was presented to economists and’ social work- 
ers—-what to do with the disabled and maimed. 
One of the important activities of the veterans’ 
bureau is-vocational training—the recovery. of 
the disabled and. the placement of rebabilitated 
persons in suitable or gainful occupations. In 
1922, according to official reports, there were 
approximately 110,000 disabled men in train- 
ing. Many thousands have completed their re- 
habilitation and are’now in remunerative em- 
ployment. For rehabilitation activities Con- 
gress appropriated some $86,000,000 “for the 
years 1925 and 1926. 

The problem of finding places for disabled 
-men is serious. Men with physical handicaps 
might be given a higher rating as factors in 
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Planning of-an industrial plant or the install 
tion of machinery. > 

From. a purely economic: and. finaneial’ point 
of view it is. essential that. the problem of em- 
ployment, of the disabled be studied and solved. 
Government rehabilitation has restored a large | 
part of-the earning power of. the. disabled 'sol- 
diers. Industry itself. should give the’ rehabili- 
tated an opportunity to demonstrate their eco- 
nomic value.’ From.a.humanitarian pojnt of 
view, the government. has set a good example 
in the recovery of disabled. men and* their 
restoration to places in the industrial structure. 
Industry has an opportunity and a duty to.so- 
ciety in classifying jobs which might be filled 
by partly disabled men, thus adding to the 
potential supply of able-bodied labor, 

It is enough that a man is physically handi- 
capped, without forcing. him to face the peril 
of enforced idleness and final dependence 
upon charity or begging. The noblest work the 
government has done in the last five years is 
the restoration and education of the men who 
were maimed in the service of their. country 
and their placement. in suitable positions as 
rapidly as possibile. - Industry itself°can aid in 
this generous’ work by taking pains to study 
the different jobs these men might fill accept- 
ably and safely. 


SUBURBAN DEVELOPMENT. 
The fact that American cities’ may be de- 
veloped with regard for natural beauty, with- 
out any. sacrifice of money or convenience, was 


emphasized recently by Mr. 4. C. Nichols, of 
the National .Capital’ park afd plannitiig com- 
mission, in an address to Washington*realtors. 
Mr. Nichols illustrated his address by views’of 
improvements made at Kansas*City, his own 
city, where. advantage has. been: taken ofthe 
contour of the ground to develop suburbs of 
exquisite. beauty. Instead of. leveling the 
grounds and destroying: old trees; the. newer 
method of suburban development seizes upon 
these advantages, together. with such attrae- 
tions as streams, bowlders and glades, and 
adapts its roads and buildings to them. 

No landscape gardering on level ground can 
ever approach the beauty. that is created, by 
nature. The rolling country adjacent to Wash- 
ington, now coming into use for suburban 
homes, .presents priceless advantages to build- 
ers who appreciate the money. value of land- 
scape gardening. By utilizing the natural 
beauties already in: existence the artistic ar- 
chitect can find settings which, if artificially 
provided; would- cost. hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Some of the suburbs of. Kansas 
City, Cleveland, Philadelphia, Baltimore - and 
other cities furnish examples of what.can be 
accomplished in the environs of Washington. 

The day of. the checkerboard: suburb, with 
rows of cheap houses deprived of parks and 
natural attractions, is rapidly passing. The 
park and planning commission has put its 
foot down on the extension of such plans, and 
due regard. will be paid hereafter to the con- 
tour of the country that is to be built upon. 


THE COW RAMPANT. 


If the time ever comes when the cities of 
the United States will be called upon to design 
“arms” for themselves Chicago will have to 
look to the bovine species for its heraldic in- 
spiration. Had it not been for Mrs. Leary’s 
cow the Windy City might still be an over- 
grown Village of dilapidated structures, largely 
of frame, with a few modern buildings of the 
board of trade type. 

It was the Texas cow and her descendants 
that did so much toward building up Chicago's 
big packing industry. 

Still another cow, although long since dead, 
has served to distract attention from Chicago’s 
crime record. Right in the heart of the Loop, 
where her gunmen flourish, Xt the corner of 
Clark and Monroe streets, there has just been 
completed a 22-story skyscraper that, is 10 
feet wider 200 feet up in the air than it’ is on 
the ground, and a/cow is responsible for the 
design. Dr. Bassett once owned a farm which 
he used as a pasture for this historic cow. 
When he sold off the portion that fronts on the 
Loop district he reserved a passage for his pet. 
That reservation in the deed is still held to be 
good; hence the new building which is 10 feet 
wider at the top than it is on the ground.

IMPROVING THE PANAMA CANAL. 


If the United States is to continue to offer 
transit between the Atlantic and the Pacific 
oceans to all commerce, additional facilities 
will have to be provided in the near future: 
Representative Madden, chairman of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, has been making a 
personal investigation into the conditions at 
Panama for the purpose of advising the Presi- 
dent and guiding the ‘committee in case Mr. 
Coolidge should recommend that Congress 
take steps to increase the facilities for trans- 
portation through the isthmus. 

Mr. Madden reports in favor of a system 
of triplicate’ locks in Neu of the duplicate 
locks now in use, which he estimates will cost 
$50,000,000. They would permit the passage 
of vessels during the entire 24 hours of. each 
day. 
trade continues to grow in volume, ‘‘we could 
still go on and build the Nicaragua canal,’’ 
said Mr. Madden after his talk with the 
President. 

The Panama canal was formally opened to 
traffic in 1914. The total cost, paid by the 
United States, has been in round figures’ $375,- 
900, 000. The total cost of ' operation during 
the twelve years was’ $86,076, 000, while the 
aggregate’ of the tolls receivéd amounted to 
$144,473,000, showing a net operating revenue. 
for the period of $58,393, 000. While this 
revenue for the entire time’ that the canal has 
been in use represents only ‘about 1% per 
cent annual interest on the aggregate cost, it 
must not be forgotten that the receipts are 
growing rapidly and promise soon to bring 
returns entirely satisfactory . from an invest- 
ment standpoint, to say nothing of the enor- 
mous benefits which have come to American 
commerce, . and the redoubled assurance of

HOW TO 


UNDULANT FEVER. 

NEW form of fever ‘~ going around. 
A It is called undulant fever in most 

sections, thougl probably it is 
called Malta fever in parts of Texas. It 
may be that the diseasc is not new, 
though we will all agree that the 
name is. 

In the old days, when malaria was 
almost universal, it is likely that cases 
of undulant fever were called malaria, 
and the sick were soused with quinine. 


When a course of that remedy failed 
to break the fever, somebody exclaimed: 
“Gee, this is a tough case of ague!” 
Then he spat on his hands and again 
tackled the job with calomel and 
quinine. 

In the old days, in ‘egions where ma- 
laria was less of a trial, doubtless cases 
of undulant fever were calied typhoid 
fever. When it did not act exactly like 
typhoid the doctors ere perplexed, but 
they did not know of anything else to 
do but to stick to the ciagnosis. Now 
malaria and typhoid are becoming so 
infrequent that close study of indi- 
vidual cases is possible. When this is 
done some of the fevers are found to 
be cases of undulaaot fever. 


Undulant fever first saw the light of 
day in the Island of Malta. For years 
a peculiar fever had played havoc with 
the British yarrison in Malta. Bruce 
went to work to find the reason why. 
He found that the fever was due to a 
bacillus which was spread by goats’ 
milk. The fever was called Malta fever. 

Meanwhile, in other parts of t > 
world it was found that contagious 
abortion of cows was due to a certain 
bacillus. Then it was found that prac- 
tically all the raw milk sold i: San 
Francisco contained the bacillus of con- 
tagious abortion. This was especially 
true of the very expensive, high grade 
milks. 

In 1918 an American woman, Alice 
Evans, found that the %acillus of con- 
tagious abortion in <ows and that of 
Malta fever in nan beings were 
either the same or else they ‘ere twins. 

By 1924 we had found that there was 
a disease which we called undulant fe- 
ver which was about the same disease 
as Malta fever, and that it was due to 
the bacillus of Malta fever. Since 1924 
the fever has been found in practically 
every part of the United States. 


TO KEEP WELL 


A. EVANS ' 


In Illinois, whenever a blood is sent 
to the State laboratory to be exam- 
ined for typhoid, and is found to be 
negative for that disease, it is exam- 
ined for undulant fever. In a series 
of 69 such bloods 5 were found to be 
from cases of undulant. fever. Two of 
these cases were found to have been 
infected by drinking raw milk. 

In causing the disease, drinking raw 
cow’s miik ranks first. Next comes eat- 
ing fresh pork; and other causes lumped 
together rank third. 

Dr. Hill thinks that some of the so- 
called typhoid, malaria, galloping con- 
sumption and tularemia in Illinois are 
really undulant fever. 

Wiping out this disease will not be 
an easy matter. The infection is very 
widespread in cows, and the veterina- 
rians are at a loss as to how to control 
it in that field. 


TO CORRECT HALITOSIS. 


H. W. writes: How can halitosis be 

cured, and how is it caused? 
REPLY. 

Mouth washes and perfumes are of 
service in that they mask the odor. To 
cure you must find the cause and re- 
move’ it. 

Among the causes are: Diseased ton- 
sils and teeth, and ozena. The most 
frequent cause relates to the digestive 
organs. When that is the cause you 
must change some habits in order to 
effect a cure. Correct faulty bowel 
habits by exercise, by training and by 
change in diet. 

Eat principally sour milk prepara- 
tions, vegetables, fruits, cereals and 
bread.

1. The so-called “trying out’ or “‘in- 
sulting” of a young woman to ascertain 
her reactions to insult is assuredly 
limited to the very lowest caliber of 
human mind.

Eddije..Roush, of the Giants, one 
of the most unreasonable men in 
baseball in matters of salary ad- 
jJustment, conld entirely resist the 
ardor of Mr. Barrow’s appeal to rea- 
son under such t circumstances, 


Unfortunately for tl] the Babe, but for- 
tunately for the great national game, 
which would have suffered from the 
blight of a great man’s ingratitude, Mr. 
Walsh was not présent at the inter- 
view or he might have kicked Ruth in 
the shins under the.table to remind 
him that the contract he was about 
to sign must bc tops for him.

Virginia Railway Co. to Alexandria, 
Falls Church and Fairfax and the cars 
of the Washington & Old Dominion 
Railway Co. to Bluemont, Alexandria 
and Great Falls were likewise brought 
to a standstill wherever they happened 
to be.

The result was that the alternate 
current of 60 cycles, serving the sub- 
urbs mostly, was resumed by 2:42 
o'clock and the direct current of 25 
cycles, serving the business district and 
main sections of the city, at 3:15 
o'clock. The downtown section was 
without electricity therefore for an 
hour and 25 minutes, while the sub- 
urbs and outlying towns recovered in 
less time. This was despite the fact 
that the employes concentrated their 
efforts on restoring the downtown 
service as quickly as possible, Capt. 
J. H. Ferry, electrical engineer of the 
plant, took command of the work. 

C. Melvin Sharpe, executive assistant 
of the Washington Railway & Electric 
Co.,. declared there has not been such 
an occurrence in years. Accidents 
which shut off the power is a common 
occurrence in small towns. Its rare oc- 
currence, here, however, caught Wash- 
ington unawares, and resulted in such

BY JURY ON SANITY 


Paul du Vernal Berry, Com- 
mitted to St. Elizabeths, Is 
Seeking Release. 


Arguments for and against the plea 
of Paul du Vernal Barry, patient at 
St. Elizabeths hospital, for u jury to 
determine his sanity will be heard this 
morning by Justice Siddons in circuit 
court. Barry sued out a writ of ha- 


beas corpus and alleged that he was 
Sane and should be released. 

The law provides for jury trials in 
proceedings to commit a person as in- 
sane, but, according to Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Neil Burkinshaw, who 
will oppose the release of Barry, there 
is no provision whdtever in the law 
for a jury trial to determine the sanity 
of a person who is seeking to be re- 
leased. The release of a person from 
St. Elizabeths hospital or from any 
other place of confinement is a matter 
of discretion which rests entirely with 
the justice before whom that person 
is brought, according to Mr. Burkin- 
shaw. 

Barry was committed December 15, 
1923, follownig his acquittal on a charge 
of first-degree murder in connection 
with the shooting of Tyler B. Lawler, 
a street car conductor, during a hold- 
up On the Brookland car line on Feb- 
ruary 20, 1922. His counsel will con- 
tend that he is entitled to a jury trial 
as a matter of right.
